ate of the corporation and also will 
continue as a member of the finance 
committee. 


In a statement after the meeting, 


however, Mr. Schwab declared that he 
would devote ail his time in the imme- 
diate future,to recovering his health. 


"I am suffering from nervous trouble 


and am threatened with a complete 
breakdown," he said. "I am going back 
to Atlantic City to rest and try to get 
well. 
- "I have nothing particularly new to 
say. 
The newspapers, I think, have 


treated me badly in reference to this 
matter. .Every cause of my retirement 
that they have announced has been 
false. 


"When I returned "from Europe in 


January, I wanted to retire, and I tried 
then to get Mr. Morgan's consent. Do 
not think that I am getting out of tne 
corporation by any means. I am stili 
deeply interested in it. I am its larg- 
est stockholder.

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NEGROES MOVING SOUTH. 


(Pittsburg Post.) 


We have received an odd address to 


the colored people, printed in the 
Bowling Green, Ky., "Courier," by a 
colored man who has had an ugly ex- 
perience in Pitts-burg. 
He advises 


negroes to remain in the South aa the 
best place for them, and says they 
stand a better show there than in the 
north. He goes on: "The white peoplo 
do not want the negro at all in the 
North, and in the course of time they 
will be whipped out 
of 'the North. 


The white man is the colored man's 
triend in the South. They do not al- 
low colored mechanics here (that is, 
thet North), while in the South the 
colored mechanic Btands as good a 
Bhbw as the white man." The colored 
boy" in question returned to the 
South, and it is to be hoped is bette-, 
satisfied. He has certainly picked up 
s°*ie MwU5iate% °* truth 
in Pitts- 


buleg. 


And .it is to be noted as an interest- 


ing fact In this connection that, be- 
cause of recent outrages, lynching, etc., 
on negroes in some of the Western 
states, the negroes are making their 
way as fast aa they can from Indiana 
and Illinois back to their old "Stamp- 
ing ground" in Dixie. This is because 
of the outbreak of race roits in Evans- 
viHe, "Danville and other 
Western 


towns. The Southern papers are not 
particularly pleased with the change in 
the current of immigration from the 
North to the South. The New Orleans 
"Times-Democrat" claims it B natural 
and easily explained, but is not wholly 
desirable. 
It goes on: 
"The South 


has enough negroes already, without 
adding to its colored population. We 
had hoped to get rid of the excess of 
negroes, believing that this would 
have a good effect in several ways In 
curing any congestion of blacks, in 
opening the way here for more whites 
and in giving the North an opportun- 
ity of studying the negro at closer 
range. It is now evident that we can 
liope for little relief of the general dis- 
tribution of the race over the country, 
as those who go North are driven 
back here by the freezing-out process 
or by actual rioting and attack. The 
new arrivals will have a chance ti 
prove in the South their willingness to 
work and their good behavior. It is 
to be feared, however, that a good 
many of them are of the 'Jim Crow' 
order, and the South because they 
were troublesome or dangerous, and— 
negroes who are not willing to work, 
left the South because they were

driven out of Indiana and Illinois for 
the Game reason."

FRAUD 


In Making Up Journals of the Legisla 


ture is Alleged by Caleb Powers' 


Attorneys. 


Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 5—The de 


fense in the Caleb Powers case creat- 
ed a surprise when they filed a so- 
called "plea in abatement," accompan- 
ied by an affidavit, the two documents 
attempting to show that ex-Governor 
Taylor's pardon issued to Powerw is 
falid and operative, 
notwithstanding 


the Court of Appeals has repeatedly 
held that all the pardong issued by 
Taylor of that date were null and void 
The reason advanced for the pardon 
being valid was that the journals of 
the Legislature, purporting to state 
the proceedings by which Taylor was 
unseated, were fraudulently made up 
and therefore Taylor was not legally 
unseated.
